‘I'he patent log was usod, although ihe 
master could not remember what was on it, bat 
the distance wag reported to him by. the second 
officer, who looked at it when the light-was soon 
at half-past one. Bearings of it should hare 
been taken, aud the lead: used. “The ; Court 
thought. the master was not justified in 
assoming it to bo Villano light,’ and the 
positions and the contses and distances 
ron led the Court to the cenclusion that. it: 
was Cape Ortegallight, and tie coorsa steered 
Ted to the sctusl locality where the disaster hap- 
pened. The lookout appeared to have been 
good, bnt the Court found the speed of the ves 
Bel excessive in viow of the stata of the waather, 
aud they found negligent navigation on tho part 
of the master to be ‘the ‘cause ‘of -the casualty.
